Manager Mono Notified Senator Cnl-

Galveston, May 3.—M anager Munn 
of the Gulf Fisheries company of this 
city 
received 
dispatches 
from the 
W arren Fish company of Pensacola, 
Fla., stating th at the firm had Just 
received word from the crew of the 
fishing sm ack Saute Stem s, Beleed by 
the Mexican gunboat Thursday last, 
stating th at ten men were taken from 
the schooner and were held In prison 
and com m unication with the American 
consul absolutely denied them. 
The 
cargo of fish in the m eartlm e Is rot* 
teuing. 
M anager Munn succeeded in getting 
a cable 
to the captain of his com pa­ 
ny’s detained sm ack taken a t the sam e 
tim e the Pensacola and Mobile boats 
were seized, but nothing can now’ be 
learned from the officer, and It is 
feared his crew have also been turown 
Into prison and d ejled comm unication 
with the American consul. 
M anager Munn has comm unicated 
w ith Senator Culberson and requesteu 
him to reach the state departm ent and 
secure the necessary 
action, though 
nothing has been heard for several 
days from W ashington. 
All the boats 
were well filled with fish when seized, 
and the losses will be quite heavy on 
the cargoes alone.

Past Four Years. 


Birmingham, A la, May 3 .—The Af- 
teenth quadrennial conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
began 
this 
morning 
a t 
the 
First 
M ethodist church, with about 400 cler­ 
ical and lay delegates and 300 visitors 
p resen t 
Bishop W ilson of Baltimore 
called the conference to order. 
Nine 
active bishops answ ered roll call. 
Devotional 
services 
were 
Impres­ 
sive and heartily entered Into by the 
large congregation. 
T he address of the bishops was 
read by Bishop Galloway of Missis­ 
sippi. 
It was quite lengthy, covering 
the entire work of the church for the 
past four 
years, 
both at home and 
abroad. 
Among other things, It con­ 
tained the following: 
“The statistical returns are alto­ 
gether encouraging. 
The Increase In 
members during the past four years 
was 109,427, ae against only 38,085 dur­ 
ing the preceding quadrennial. 
We 
have now 1,614,648 members, 1,039,- 
785 Sunday-ecbool scholars and 120,- 
487 Epworth League members. 
"Receipts of our board for foreign 
missions for this quadrennial were $1.- 
659,941, an increase over the preced­ 
ing four years of 1645,673. Collections 
for church extension w are $372,649, an 
Increase of J 112,833 over quadrennium 
ending in 1902.” 
T he bishops recommend the organ­ 
ization 
of 
m issionary 
educational 
work, which will secure the active co­ 
operation of pastors, officials of Ep­ 
worth League and superintendents of 
Sunday-schools; form ation of mission 
ary study classes and w ider circula­ 
tion of missionary literature; expan­ 
sion of work of translation of Chria 
tlan literature in Spanish and Portu 
guese and developm ent of young peo­ 
ple's missionary departm ent.

W ashington, May 3.—A fter denounc­ 
ing the governm ent correspondent, and 
more particularly the reports of agri­ 
culture, and passing a resolution ad­

Ha* Contracted for Valuable 


Property in 
North 


Texas Town. 


The Bryan Academic and Col- 
lCgate Institute, which was estab­ 
lished in Bryan four years ago by 
Rev. A. M. Stewart, founder and 
president, will be removed from 1 
Bryan to Lancaster, Dallas county. 
Acting under the authority of 
the board of directors, President 
Stewart has contracted for the val­ 
uable military school property at 
Lancaster, 
and will 
merge 
the 
school now in operation there into 
the Academic and Collegiate Insti­ 
tute. 
The Lancaster school prop­ 
erty includes three fine buildings 
—one large 
main 
building and 
two domitories, 
one 
for 
boys 
and one for girls. 
With the con­ 
solidation of the schools the faculty 
will be enlarged, Rev. Stewart re­ 
maining at the head of the institu­ 
tion. 
At the meeting of the stockhol­ 
ders of the Institute held last night 
a resolution was adopted giving 
the board of directors full power to 
aet regarding the removal of the 
school. 
At a meeting a the board 
of directors 
subsequently 
held 
the necessary change in the char­ 
ter of school was authorized, also 
the removal of the library, fixtures 
and other school property. 
The 
Bryan stockholders of the Insti­ 
tute will retain their stock in the 
school unless they see tit to make 
disposition of it. 
The present term of the school 
will close June 29th, and the next 
term will open at Lancaster early 
in September. 
The removal of the school from 
Bryan is a matter of much regret 
to the president and faculty of the 
school and to the community gen­ 
erally, but it is based on the beiief 
of the management that owing to 
the lack of suitable buildings here 
and for other economic reasons the 
inducements offered by Lancaster 
are such as to fully warrant the 
step which has been determined 
upon. 
The Eagle bespeaks continued 
growth and success for the Insti­ 
tute in its new field of labor. 
Bry­ 
a n ’s school interests are large, in 
fact pre-eminent, and surpassed 
by only a few larger school cen­ 
ters of the state, and the course 
pursued by this institution is no 
disparagement of this field or of 
the glorious educational future be­ 
fore this community.

THE BAROMETER AND THE CYCLONES. 


The E. E. department has a new 
instrument on its list. This is what 
is known as a Barograph or record­ 
ing barometer. 
The fluctuations 
of air pressure raise and lower a 
pencil or automatic feeding pen 
wrhich traces on a revolving cylin­ 
der a record of all the different 
pressures through out a week’s 
time. The cylinder is run by clock 
work and will run eight days with 
out winding. 
On its outside sur­ 
face is placed a chart running clear 
round its periphery,which is divid­ 
ed into seven spaces, one for each 
day of the week. 
Each of these 
spaces is subdivided into twelve 
smaller spaces representing two 
hours each. 
On being wound up, the cylinder 
is so placed that the pen bears on 
a point corresponding to the hour 
at which the setting is being done. 
Reference to the chart taken last 
wreek 
and 
week 
before, 
show 
the day and almost the hour at 
which the cyclones occurred 
in 
Texas by showing the time at which 
barometric 
pressure was lowest. 
Quite low pressure preceeded the 
later of the cyclones for two days, 
but the ebb, so to speak, of pressure 
was lowest at the time the storm 
broke over Bellvue.—Battalion.

Colom bia and Venezuela Are A nyth in g 
but Friendly. 
W ashington, May 3.—Colombia and 
V enezuela1 are worse estranged than 
ever before, as the result of the re­ 
fusal of Vice President (Tome* of Ven­ 
ezuela to receive Dr. H errera as min­ 
ister plenipotentiary, who w ent to C ar­ 
acas three weeks 
ago to perfect a 
treaty with V enezuela for the settle­ 
m ent of disputes 
betw een the two 
South Am erican governm ents concern­ 
ing 
navigation 
of 
rivers 
flowing 
through the two countries and con­ 
cerning com m erce passing over com ­ 
mon boundaries. 
W ar is being freely 
talked in South American diplomatic 
circles. 
The insult to Colombia is re­ 
garded by some diplomats here as one 
she cannot well overlook, and espe­ 
cially since this Is the second time 
the Castro governm ent refused to re­ 
ceive a representative of Colombia. 
Just a year ago Lucas Caballero 
went from Colombia as her accredited 
representative.

At the tim e Cas­
